It  will  be  observed  that  there  has  been  a  substantial  decrease 
in  the  number  of  patients  admitted  during  the  year  which  was 
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due  to  the  Hospital  being  closed  for  66  days  during  the  progress 
of  works  of  extension  and  improvement,  and  this  also  accounts 
for  the  average  weekly  cost  per  patient  showing  a  somewhat 
higher  ligure  than  last  year. 

The  whole  of  the  works  of  extension  and  improvement  of 
the  Hospital  and  Nurses  Home  referred  to  in  the  previous  report 
have  now  been  carried  out,  and  to  facilitate  the  progress  of  the 
work  the  Hospital  was  closed  from  12th  July  to  16th  September, 
and  during  this  period  temporary  arrangements  were  made  for 
urgent  accident  cases  to  receive  attention  at  the  Hospital.  The 
works  of  extension  were  completed  on  the  15th  September,  and 
to  enable  residents  in  the  district  to  acquaint  themselves  with 
the  improvements  which  had  been  carried  out  the  Hospital  was 
opened  for  public  inspection  on  Sunday,  the  16th  September, 
during  which  time  a  large  number  of  visitors  were  shown  over 
the  Hospital,  and  general  satisfaction  wasi  expressed  with  regard 
to  the  new  work.  The  total  cost  of  the  improvements  amounted 
to  A4328  15s.  6d.,  excluding  the  cost  of  additional  furniture 
required  in  the  General  Wards  and  Nurses  Home,  which  wras 
undertaken  as  a  gift  to  the  Hospital. 

I11  addition  to  the  improvements  indicated  in  the  previous 
report,  an  up-to-date  electrical  department  has  been  added,  which 
will  enable  patients  to  receive  Ultra  Violet  Ray  treatment, 
etc.  The  cost  of  the  necessary  apparatus  in  this  department 
has  been  generously  defrayed  by  Mr.  F.  Y.  Finch,  to  whom,  the 
Committee  desire  to  express  their  appreciation  and  thanks.  The 
Committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  Dr.  D.  Anderson 
has  kindly  consented  to  act  as  Hon.  Actinotherapist,  and  in  this 
work  he  is  assisted  by  a  fully- trained  and  qualified  nurse. 
Although  this  department  has  only  been  open  since  6th  October 
last,  no  less  than  190  treatments  have  been  given,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  residents  will  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  which 
are  now  obtainable  locally. 

For  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  to  meet  the  expenditure 
incurred  in  connection  with  the  recent  works  of  extension,  the 
Committee  decided  that  a  Bazaar  and  Fete  should  be  held,  and 
the  whole  of  the  arrangements  in  connection  with  the  same  were 
carried  out  by  a  very  energetic  organizing  Committee  of  Ladies, 
who  were  ably  assisted  by  Mrs.  U.  Baker,  acting  as  Hon.  Secre¬ 
tary.  The  details  of  the  arrangements  in  connection  with  the 
Fete  were  entrusted  to  Mr.  F.  Ellerton,  whose  enthusiasm/  and 
zeal  in  organizing  this  effort  was  rewarded  by  a  I  substantial 
addition  to  the  proceeds.  The  Bazaar  and  Fete  was  held  'on 
June  29th  and  30th,  and  the  proceedings  on  the  first  day  were 
to  have  been  opened  by  Mrs.  Winston  Churchill,  who  was,  how¬ 
ever,  prevented  from  attending,  and  Miss  D.  Churchill  kindly 
officiated.  On  the  second  day  Mr.  A.  Lister  Harrison  was  good 
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enough  to  attend.  The  gross  sum  realised  by  this  united  effort 
amounted  to  ^2097  17s.  id.  The  Committee  desire  to  congratu¬ 
late  and  thank  all  the  stall-holders  and  the  many  others  who  in 
divers  ways  assisted  this  effort,  which  was  ■  generally  regarded 
as  a  great  success,  and  they  further  wish  to  convey  to  the  many 
traders  a  warm  expression  of  thanks  for  their  generous  gifts  in 
kind.  In  conclusion,  the  Committee  feel  that  they  are  especially 
indebted  to  the  following  for  services,  etc.,  which  were  so  kindly 
rendered  :  —

The  Ladies’  Linen  League  have  \  again  contributed  very 
substantially  to  the  requirements  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  value 
of  their  gifts  of  linen,  etc.,  during  the  year  amounted  to  £165, 
for  which  the  Committee  are  most  grateful. 

The  Ladies  Committee  very  kindly  again  organized  the 
arrangements  on  Gift  Day,  and  as  a  result  of  their  united  efforts 
a  total  sum  of  A54  15s.  gd.  was  collected,  in  addition  to  which 
gifts  in  kind  amounting  to  £ao  ?were  also  received,  and  the 
Committee  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  their  gratitude  to 
all  those  who  rendered  valuable  assistance. 

The  organisation  of  the  collection  on  Alexandra  Rose  Day 
was  again  undertaken  by  Mrs.  F.  Miller,  and  her  many  active 
supporters,  and  as  a  result  of  their  united  and  enthusiastic 
efforts  a  contribution  of  ^340  has  been  received  towards  the 
funds  of  the  Hospital,  for  which  the  Committee  tender  their 
grateful  thanks. 

The  Committee  have  now  affiliated  with  the  Hospital 
vSavings  Association,  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  member¬ 
ship  the  Association  vouchers  are  accepted  in  payment  of  the 
Hospital  charges. 

The  Hospital  has  been  visited  during  the  year  by  Lord 
Riddell  and  H.  A.  T.  Fairbank,  Esq.,  O.B.E.,  D.S.O.,  F.R.C.S., 
on  behalf  of  the  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund,  and  particulars 
of  the  grants  received  from  the  Distribution  Committee  of  the 
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Fund  are  shown  in  the  accounts  for  the  year,  and  the  Committee 
again  express  their  appreciation  and  thanks  for  the  financial 
assistance  which  has  been  received. 

The  works  of  extension  having  now  been  completed  enables 
the  Committee  to  give  effect  to  their  desire  to  re-start  the  hold¬ 
ing  of  religious  services  at  the  Hospital,  and  they  are  indebted 
to  the  Rector  and  other  clergy  in  the  district  for  their  kind 
assistance  in  arranging  the  same. 

The  Committee  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  services 
of  John  Ellison,  Esq.,  M.B.,  B.Ch.  (Cantab.),  F.R.C'.S,  (Ed.), 
who  has  kindly  undertaken  to  act  as  Hon.  Gynaecological 
Surgeon,  and  they  are  also  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that 
Dr.  A.  Bowman  Eddowes,  L.R-C.P.  (Lond.),  M.R.C,S*.  (Eng.), 
and  Dr.  Kempton  P.  Hare,  M.B.,  B.S.  (Lond.),  L-M.S.S.A, 
(Lond.)  have  joined  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  H.  A. 
Hants,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Committee  for  some 
time,  and  always  showed  a  keen  desire  to  assist  in  the  welfare 
and  work  of  the  Hospital,  and  his  loss  is  much  to  be  regretted. 

In  order  to  fill  the  vacancy  arising  on  the' Committee  during 
the  year,  Mrs.  L.  H.  A.  Miller  was  unanimously  elected  a 
member. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  again  due  to  the  many 
associations,  clubs,  etc.,  who  have  assisted  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  by  their  generous  financial  support  during  the.  past 
year.  They  also  tender  their  grateful  thanks  to  the  many  sub¬ 
scribers  who  have  contributed  through  the  penny-per-week 
collection.
